S . R . O . 386 . -- The following byo -laws for regulating the registration of births, 
deaths and marriages and tho taking of consus in the Forozcpore Cantonmont , made 
by tho Cantonment Board , Ferozopore , in exercise of the powers conferred by clauso 
( 1 ) of section 282 und section 283 of the Cantonment Act , 1924 ( II of 1924 ), and in 
Bupersession of tho notification of the Government of the Punjah in tho Home 
Departmont (Military ) No. 13781, dated the 21st April 1932, aro hereby publishod 
for general information , the samo having been proviously published approved and 
confirmed by the Contral Governmont as required by sub -section (1 ) of section 
284 of the said act , namely 


BYE -LAWS 


1 . All births, doaths and marriagos which tako placo within the limits of tho 
Cantonment and are reported in compliance with these bye -laws shall be registered 
at the registration office of tho Cantonment Board situated at Head Octroi Office . 

2 . The Executivo Officer shall maintain or causo to be maintained by wach 
official or officials as may be appointod by him for the purpose , separate registers 
for tho registration of births, deaths and marriages. 

Provided that in the case of foreigners an additional register for births and 
deaths shall be maintained . 

3 . The following particulars regarding every birth (which term shall include 
that of a still born child ) shall be reportod and entered in the register of birthg 


( a ) The date of the report ; 
(6 ) The date of the birth ; 
( c) The name of the child ( if any ) ; 
(d ) The sex of tho child ; 
(e ) The name of the father ; 
(f) The caste or religion of the father ; 
(0 ) The plac . of residence of the father ;

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(h ) The occupation or profession of the father ; 
(1 ) The name of the person making the report ; 
6 ) Age of the mother ; 
(k ) Order of live births ; 
(1) The name of the midwife, if any, who attended tho mother at the time 

of delivery . 
Provided that in the case of an illegitimate child , a note to that offect shall be 
made in the register and if the name of the father of such child is not known or is 
in dispute , the name, oaste or religion and the place of residence of the mother 
shall be entered instead of such particulars in respeot of the father . 

4 . The following particulars regarding every death shall be reported and an . 
tored in the register of deathe new 

(a ) The date of the reports . 
(6 ) The date of death ; 
(©) The name of the deceased ; 
(d ) The name of the father or if the deceased WAS A married woman , of the 

husband of the deceased ; 
( e) The sex of the deceased ; 
( ) The age of the deceased i 
(0 ) The caste or religion of the deceased ; 
(h ) The place of residence of the deceased ; 
(i) The oooupation or profession of the doponeod ; 
( 1) The cause of death (digease, injury, old age, eto.) ; 

(k ) The name of the person making the report . 

5 . The following particulars regarding every marriage shall bo reported and , 
ontered in the register of marriages : 

( ) Tho dato and place of the marriage ; 
(6 ) Tho maiden name in full of the wife ; 
(c) The name of the husband ; 
(d ) The name of tho father of the husband , 
(e ) The casto or religion of the husband ; 
(S ) The place of residence of the husband ;. 
( ) The occupation or profession of the husband ; 
(h ) The caste or religion of the wife ; 
(ö ) The place of residence of the wife ; 

6 ) The name of the person making the report. 

6 . ( 1) Any person reporting a birth , death or marriage shall attest with his 
Bignaturo or thumb mark the entry mado in the register . 

19 Should the report ho made in writing the entry in the register shall be 
signed by the registrar. 

7 The head of the family or the manager for the time being of every house 
hold in which any birth , death or marriage occurs shall within 48 hours after the 
event report the same to the Executive Officer together with the partioulars re 
quired by bye -law 3 , 4 or 5 , as the case may be. 

Every Military or Civil Medical Officer of Governmenand every private 
Medioal Praotitioner shall report to the Executive Officer, within forty eight hour 
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after the event , the occurrence of every birth or death within the Cantonment of 
which he may become cognizant in the exercise of his profesion . 

9 . Tho Officer- in - Charge of every dispensary, hospital, Jail or other similar 
institution , situated within Cantonment limits shall report to the Executive Officer 
within forty eight hours after the event , the occurrence of every birth of death 
within the institution of which he is incharge . 

10 . The head , manager or the person incharge of every club , hotel, orphanage , 
hoarding house , mosque, temple or any other such establishment situated within 
the Cantonment limits shall report to the Executive Officer , within the forty eight 
hours after the event, the occurrence of every birth , death or marriage in any of 
the aforesaid places under his control, 

11 . If a dead body is found exposed or in suspicious circumstances within the 
Cantonment limits , the Officer - in - Charge of the police Station within whose juris . 
diction such body is found shall report the fact to the Executive Officer within 
forty eight hourA of his becoming aware of it , and shall send t writtore etatement 
of the circumstances in which death would appear to have been caused together 
with a certificate of A Medical Officer explanatory of the caußer of reathr. . . " 

12 . On receipt of any such report as is mentioned in the foregoing bye-laws, 
the Exocutive Offioer shall either himself or through any person authorised by 
him in this behalf , register free of charge the birth , death of marriage in the 
appropriate register maintained for the purpose . 

· 13 . Any person may inspect a register of birth , death or -marriages on pay 
ment of a fee of one rupee. 

14 . Any porson applying for a certified copy of an entry in the birth , death or 
marriage register shall be furnished with such copy, signed by the Exocutive Officer 
and sealed with the seal of the Cantonment Board , on payment of euch foo as may 
bo prescriberl by tho Cantonment Board , in this behalf. 

15 . No person shall wilfully destroy, alter , or mutilate or cause to be destroyed 
altered or mutilated , any register of births, deaths or marriages or shall wilfully 
insert, or cauge to be insorted , in Any such register or certified copy thereof, Any 
false entry with rogard to any birth , death or marriage and no person ontrusted . 
with the maintenance of any such regintor shall , without reasonable cause , rofuso 
or omit to enter in the appropriate register any birth , death or marriage reported 
to him . 


16 . ( 1 ) Any clerical error which may, at any timo ho discovered in any regie . 
tor of births, deaths or marriages may be corrected by the Executivo Officer , 

(2 ) An error of fact or substance in any register of births, deaths or marriages 
may be corrected by the Executive Officer by an entry in the margin , without any 
alteration of the original ontry , upon production by the person requiring such correc . 
tion of a declaration on oath or solemn affirmation getting forth tho nature of the 
error and the true facts of the case , made beforo a First Class Magistrate , by the 
person required to give information concerning tho birth , death or marriage with 
reference to which the error has been made or in default of such person hy two 
credible persons having knowledge of the cage and certified by such Magistrate 
to have been made in his presence . 

(3 ) Excopt as provided in clauNAN ( 1) and (2 ) no alteration shall be made in 
any of the rogisters. 
the 17 . Whenever any venAug 18 undertakon hy the Cantonmont Board or by 
Government, tho owner cr occupior ( f every building or any part theroof, within 
Cantonmont limits , shall givo all cantonment Board or Government employees free 
Accen to any building or any part thereof, An tha nnA may be , and all reasonable 
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facilities to carry out their work and shall also pormit any such employee to tako 
on tho building or any part thereof, such marks as the Exvoutive Officer may direct , 

18 . Whenover any congue is ungertaken by the Cantonment Board or by 
Government , tho ocoupior of overy building or any part thorocf, within cantonment 
limits ahall, supply on domänd to any officor or sorvant of the Cantonment Board or 
Govornment to the best of the knowledge and ability , any information that may be 
roquired with regard to hinsolf , and all other vooupants of the said building . 

19 . Penalty . -- Any porson oommitting a breach of any of these bye -laws shall , 
on conviction bo punishable with fino which may extond to one hundred rupees 
and in the case of a continuing contravention , with ar Additicnal fino which may 
axtond to twenty rupeve for evory day during whioh such contravention continuo 
aftor qonviotion for the first puch contravention .
